HONGKONG'S BIG 
OPPORTUNITY 


If it be true, as the writer of. 
an article in’ yesterday's Tele- 
avaph asserts, that) Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways has been compelled 
to abandon the idea of making 
Canton the terminus of its trans- 
Pacifie service, a new factor has 
arisen in the Par Eastern’ com- 
mercial aviation situation—one 
which, if wisely utilised, should 
present Hongkong with a magni- 
ficent opportunity. Seemingly, 
the position now is that Ameri- 
ean Airways is prepared to bring 
its service into Hongkong from 
Manila, provided it can here link 
up with the China National Avia- 
tion Corporation service, and 
C.N.A.C, officials are willing to 
provide the: link -if--permitted 
landing rights in this Colony. 
This change’ in the situation 
would appear to call for recon-| 
sideration of Britain’s air policy 
towards China. The reason why 
the American service cannot be 
extended to Canton is to be found 
in the fact that China is not 
disposed to grant foreign avia- 
tion concerns flying rights over 
her territory. She* evidently 
feels that if such rights were 
granted to any one- country, 
others would demand similar 
privileges. ‘British policy, 80, 
far, has been based on an un- 
willingness to allow Chinese 
planes to land in Hongkong: un- 
less reciprocal flying rights over 
Chinese territory are conceded. 
Failure to come to an agreement 
on this point has been largely 
instrumental in delaying the 
extension of the Imperial Air- 
ways service.to Hongkong from 
Singapore, | although’ actually 
such an extension is practicable 
without the necessity of flying 
over any part of China. A ques- 
tion now arises, however, as to 
wisdom of persistence: in the 
policy hitherto followed by Brit- 
Reciprocal, flying rights as 
between countries may be neces- 
sary and. desirable, where con- 
siderable tracts of territory are. 
affected. But Hongkong 1s In & 
somewhat different category: it 
is neither o territory nor a coun- 
try; it is a port of eall for world 
shipping and might, if the situa- 
tion is wisely handled, become 
one for aviation also. In. other 
words, this Colony can be made 
the radiating point of interna- 
tional air services. The reasons 
which make it desirable to retain 
Hongkong as @ port open to the 
shipping of all nations would 
dictate the wisdom of 
making it an airport on a like 
basis,  Inestimable _ benefits 
would accrue to the Colony if 
such a policy’ were put into effec- 
tive operation..

O-DAY, while the gramophone 
" and the loud-speaker are 
bringing music into thousands of 
homes, it is unfortunately true that 
Music, herself is far from well, 
‘As a composer, who has had the 
good fortune to capture the public 
funcy with a series of orchestral 
works, perhaps I may be able to 
SHED: a little light on thfs para- 
dox. 


As I see it, the crux of the pro- 
blem lies ino that awful gulf be- 
tween the confessed highbrows and 
that rection of the public whose 
musical appetite is satistied only by 
unlimited jazz. This “split” is a 
compnratively recert phenomenon. 


For example, in the eighteenth 
century there was no .such thing 
as highbrow music; people never 
sat in solemn conclave to decide 
whether a certain piece was worthy 
of their consideration, If Mozart 
wrote the “Jupiter” symphony, he 
also wrote 4 number of serenades 
and what Were known as dirertim- 
rnfi,cand no one thought the less 
of him for it, As their name im- 
plies, these dirertimentic were per- 
formed simply as diversions, usu- 
ally out of doors at a garden party 
or on a summer evening after dine 
ner, ree ogy i 
Rut if some distinguished com- 
poser of our own day wrote an 
intermrzzo for a cinema orchestra 
there would be an outery, and 
people would say he was selling: his 
soul and worshipping Mammon, 
and yoodnesa knows what else.

Thus music has gradually —re- 
ceded from our public life, and has 
hecome the cult of a few intellec- 
tuals. When anything becomes a 
cult it is a sure sign of fts death. 
The reason why jazz is so splendid- 
ly alive ix just because it is of the 
people, as folk song was years ago. 

Folk song died with the first 
puff of Stephenson's “Rocket.” and 
it ean never be revived in an in- 
dustrial epoch; its value to-day is 
purely antiquarian. But that is 
no reason why jazz should mono- 
polise the affections of the masses. 
Indeed, when any competent or- 
ehestra plays good light music it 
invariably scores a success with its 
audience, . 

The tragedy is that so many of 
our finest composers cither refuse 
to recognise this or, if they do, will 
not condescend to write © music 
which the public can understand, 

Not only ago.]T was having lunch 
with a fellow composer when the 
orchestra struck up a popular tine. 
My friend was indignant: "Why 
must we have that hackneyed tune 
agnin and again?” he exelnimed. 
“Because,” T might have said, ‘you 
and other composers persist” in 
standing aloof when you ought to 
be increasing the repertory.”

The front up to the third floor, ix 
carried out in fincly tooled white 
granite terminating with two copp2r- 
roofed turrets; the remaining portion 
of the building being finished in well 
matched granite plaster.

The impressive portico at the main

Sometimes it is possible for a 
Londoner, even in theso daya, to 
escapo into o different world, the 
world that is neither ancient nor 
modern, but has existed through- 
out the centuries, and will endure 
through all changes. The metro- | 
polls of that world is a typical 
English village—like St. Mary 
Bourne, which is that rural corner 
of England where ‘Hampshire, 
Wiltshire,’ and Berkshire mect. 

-It has some beautiful thatched 
cottages ‘and some ugly brick ones, 
and, rightly, the ‘most beautiful, 
largest, and most central building 
in the village is the church, with 
{te square Norman tower from 
whose summit the flag of St.

To 'that church thero strode a 
figure ina long purple cassock, 
carrying in his hand a staff that 
was -like n-plain shepherd's crook.

HONGKONG'S BIG 
OPPORTUNITY 


If it be true, as the writer of 
an article in yesterday's Tele- 
graph asserts, that Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways has been compelled 
to abandon the idea of making 
Canton the terminus of its trans- 
Pacific service, a new factor has 
arisen inthe Far Eastern com- 
mercial aviation situation—one 
which, if wisely utilised, should 
present Hongkong with a magni- 
ficent , opportunity. Seemingly, 
the position now is that Ameri- 
ean Airways is prepared to bring 
its service into Hongkong from 
Manila, provided it can: here link 
up with the China National-Avia- 
tion Corporation service, and 
C.N.A.C. officials are willing to 
provide. the Jink if_ permitted 
landing rights in this Colony. 
This change in the situation 
would appear to call for recon- 
sideration of Britain's air, policy 
towards China, The reason why 
the American service cannot be 
extended-to Canton is to be found 
in the fact that China is not 
disposed to grant foreign avia- 
tion concerns flying rights over 
her territory. She evidently 
feels that if such rights were 
granted to any one country, 
others would demand similar 
privileges. British policy, so 
far, has been based on an un- 
willingness to allow Chinese 
planes to land in Hongkong un- 
less reciprocal flying rights over 
Chinese territory are conceded, 
Failure to come to an agreement 
en this point has been largely 
instrumental in _ delaying the 
extension of the Imperial Air- 
ways service to Hongkong from 
Singapore, although” actually 
such an extension is practicable 
without the necessity of flying 
over any part of China. A ques- 
tion now urises, however, as to 
wisdom of persistence in the 
policy hitherto followed by Brit- 
ain. Reciprocal flying rights as 
between countries may be neces- 
sary and desirable,. where con- 
siderable tracts of territory ure 
affected. ‘But Hongkong 1s in 


| somewhat, different category: it

try; it is a port of call -for world 
shipping and might, if the situa- 
tion is wisely handled, become 
one for aviation also.

For example, in the eighteenth 
century there’ was no such thing 
as highbrow music; people never 
sat in solemn conclave to decide 
whether a certain piece was worthy 
of their consideration. If Mozart 
wrote the “Jupiter” symphony, he 
also: wrote a number of serenades 
and what were known as divertine 
enti, and no one thought the less 
of him for it. As their name im- 
plies, these diverftimenti were per- 
formed simply as diversions, usu- 
ally out of doors ata garden purty 
or on a summer evening after din- 
ner. 


But if some distinguished com- 
poser of our awn day wrote an 
intermezzo for a cinema orchestra 
there would be an outery, and 
people would say he was selling his 
soul and worshipping Mammon, 
and goodness knows what clse.
